soon tecsme extremely formidable, the two leading divi¬
sions deployed into line, and advanced to atUcx the
fiont, and the supporting divisions followed the mere
ment Lordly had this taken place when the village of
Pouliouk Immediately opposite the centre, was tired by
the tnemy at all po nta, creating a continuous blaze for
three hundred yards, obseuxing their position, and ren¬
dering a passage through it impracticable. Two regi¬
ments of Biiginier General Adam*' brigade, part of Sir
De Lacy Evans' clrision, had. In consequence, to p*et
the river at a deep and difficult ford to ihe right under
a sharp fire, while his first brigade, under Mtjor General
Pennefather. and the remaining regiment of Brigadier-
General Adimi, otoised to the left of the conflagration,
opposed by the enemy 'a artillory from the heights above,
and pressed on towards tha left of their position with
the utmost gal'antry and steadiness.
In the meanwhile, the light Division, under fir George

Brown, effected the passage of the Alma in his imme¬
diate front The banks of the river itself were, from
their rogged end broken nature, moat asrious obstacles,
and the vineyards, thiough which the troops bad to pass,
and the ties* which the enemy had felled, created addi¬
tional Impediments, rendering every species of formation,
undar a galling fire nearly an impost ibility. Lieutenant-
General Sir George Brown advanced against the enemy
under great disadvantages.

In this difficult operation he nevertheless persevered,
and the 1st brigade, under Major-General Oodrington,
succeeded in carrying a redoubt, materially aided by the
judicious and steady meaner ia which Brigadier General
Buller moved on the left flank, and by the advance of
four companies of the Rifle Brigade, under Major Norcott
who promises to be a distinguished officer of light
iroups.
